These  cattle  brought  $10.40  a hundred— -six-tenths  of  a cent  per  pound  less  than  free  cattle — 
and  the  number  of  pounds  per  head  was  much  less.  As  “ immediate-slaughter  ” animals 
they  brought  only  what  local  packers  cared  to  offer.  But  for  the  ticks,  cattle  of  this  kind 
<tould  be  replaced  with  those  of  better  breeding  as  shown  in  the  other  lot.  Tick  eradication 
jvould  have  paid  this  owner.

Southern  grade  Herefords  from  tick-freed  area.  Averaged  1,001  pounds,  or  165  pounds 
more  than  the  ticky  pen.  The  owner,  not  the  tick,  got  the  feed.  Can  be  shipped  to  other 
markets  or  sold  as  feeders.  Under  open  competition  they  brought  11  cents  a pound,  or 
six-tenths  of  a cent  more  than  the  “immediate-slaughter”  pen.  Good  beef  blood  accounts  for 
part  of  the  difference;  but  since  the  tick  keeps  out  good-blooded  cattle,  the  tick  is  really  to 
blame  for  it  all.  Tick  eradication  surely  paid  this  owner.
